To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Evesham  Rural  District 

Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of  Evesham 
for  the  year  196?  and  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Health  Department 

The  statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  and  reflect  a satisfactory  state  of 
health  in  the  District. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  indicates  an  increase 
of  I6O  in  the  population.  The  birth  rate  is  the  same  as  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  283  live  births,  of  which  23  v/ere 
illegitimate  (8%),  but  among  these  illegitimate  infants  there  were 
no  deaths  under  one  year.  The  general  infant  mortality  rate  (7) 
is  the  lowest  v;e  have  had  for  several  years,  and  the  perinatal 
mortality  rate  and  the  standardised  death  rate  at  all  ages  are 
below  the  national  average. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  measles  (ll2  cases) 
was  the  main  disease  notified.  Tuberculosis  continues  to  be  a 
small  but  persistent  problem.  There  were  3U  cases  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  1967  as  compared  v^rith  38  on  31.12.66. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  representations  to  the 
Ministry  to  extend  the  Badsey  and  District  Sewerage  Scheme  to 
include  additional  areas  of  development. 

A joint  report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
myself  recommending  that  these  extensions  be  approved  on  public 
health  grounds  was  accepted  by  the  Minister  and  the  scheme  was 
extended  to  serve  properties  at  Silk  Mills  Lane,  Badsey,  Murcot 
Turn,  Wickhamford,  and  Boat  Lane,  Offenham, 

There  should  be  no  complacency  until  adequate  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  entire  area  of  the  District. 

I acknowlle  dge  with  thanks  the  assistance  1 have  received 
from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  D.E.  Berry,  and  his^ 
staff,  especially  Miss  E,  Shervington,  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report,  and  I should  like  to  thank  you,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  members 
of  the  Council  and  their  officers  for  continued  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year,

( c)  School  Health  Service. 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school 
health  service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  medical 
inspections  of  school  children  v/ere  carried  out  and  special  clinics 
e.g. , orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  audiometric,  speech  therapy, 
child  guidance  clinics,  etc.,  v\fere  available  for  the  reference  of 
children  where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was  required. 
An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which  children  who 
were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change  of  air  and 
environment  could  be  sent.  This  school  was  closed  in  December  196? 
for  various  reasons,  including  a diminishing  demand  for  places.  The 
few  remaining  children  needing  such  care  in  future  will  be  placed 
elsewhere  in  the  country. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  was  given  to  handicapped 
children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties  and 
providing  them  with  education  suited  to  their  needs, 

( d)  Laboratory  Facilities , 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  etc.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
provided,  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  facilities  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk  and  specimens  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious 
disease.

4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  v\/as  carried  out  throughout 
the  district  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

A collection  was  carried  out,  so  far  as  practicable,  once 
a week,  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  following  sites; - 

Broadway,  Overbury,  Radford,  Beckford  and  Honeybourne. 

3 refuse  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  during  the  year. 
Cesspool  Emptying. 

As  from  1st  August,  1964s>  private  cesspools  were  emptied 
three  times  a year  free  of  charge,  and  thereafter,  a charge  was 
made  of  20/0d.  per  cesspool,  except  in  Bretforton  Road,  Badsey, 
where  the  charge  was  3/0 d. 


Following  completion  of  a sewerage  scheme,  the  proposal 
above  will  operate  for  a further  period  of  one  year,  after 
which  time,  a charge  of  £2.  10.  Od.  will  be  made  for  every 
cesspool  emptied  at  a house  that  is  situated  on  the  line  of  a 
sewer  to  which  it  could  be  connected.  Twelve  months  service 
at  rates  in  para,  1 above  is  allowed  in  all  villages  where 
sewerage  schemes  have  been  provided.
